Bus will drive into 
town to give 
switchover help 
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MP gets a right panning 
in row over Royal Mail

A UNION will be sending an MP a toilet after a 
war of words broke out over plans to privatise 
Royal Mail. 

The dispute between the Northamptonshire 
branch of the Communications Workers Union 
(CWU), MP for Northampton South Brian 
Binley and MP for Northampton North Michael 
Ellis started last week after the union went to 
Parliament to lobby the matter. 

Mick Fitzmaurice, Northamptonshire CWU 
branch secretary, said: “The Conservative Party 
has an abysmal track record for destroying 
public services as we witnessed through the 80s 
and early 90s. 

“The privatisation of Royal Mail will be no dif¬ 
ferent and will place profits before service 
whilst also placing more public service employ¬ 
ees to the accumulating masses of the unem¬ 
ployed.” 

The Union claim to have sent Mr Binley a 
number of letters and emails in recent months, 
to which, they say, they have not had a 
response. Mr Binley claims never to have 
received such letters. 

Mr Fitzmaurice said: “The first we heard from 
the MP was when he entered the debate in the 
Houses of Parliament last week in support of 
privatisation. 

“The MP is not consulting with his con¬ 
stituents on this issue and failed to respond to 
CWU correspondence.

“Last week he called the Royal Mail a ‘busted 
flush’ so we are sending him a toilet to his con¬ 
stituency office to tell him we certainly are not.” 

However the union has said that it has met 
with Mr Ellis who has replied to their queries, 
attended a union event and passed a petition 
on to him. 

Mr Binley has denied ever receiving corre¬ 


spondence from the union and has accused 
them of attacking him over political ideologies. 

He said: “Oh dear! Mick Fitzmaurice is trying 
to relay a party political message. 

“He said that I have not responded to his let¬ 
ter, which I have not received. 

“As someone who works in communications 
he really should know that communication is a 


two way matter and he should have checked 
that I had received the letters. 

“In addition a little checking of the facts 
would not go amiss. 

“Mr Fitzmaurice has said that the first time he 
heard from me was when I spoke in the House 
of Commons. 

“It is clear that he didn’t read my speech. I was 
very supportive of the unions. 

“My real argument was with senior manage¬ 
ment. 

“There is a real need to deal with the pensions 
deficit but most importantly there is a real need 
for a more creative, courageous and innovative 
management style within the Royal Mail 
Group. 

“Can I conclude by stating that if Mr 
Fitzmaurice would like to write to me again, I 
would be only too pleased to meet with him to 
discuss his concerns, on the basis that I am 
always ready to support the postal workers at 
the coalface.” 

Mr Ellis also feels the union has been making 
cheap political shots. 

He said: “The union is being disingenuous 
and playing games here. 

“I have met with them on a number of occa¬ 
sions and I think they are trying to make a 
political statement rather than concentrate on 
the issues facing the Royal Mail, such as its 
massive pension deficit. 

“For me, I do not want to get into the ‘he said 
and she saids’ but rather look to protect the 
service the Royal Mail provides.”

Sites earmarked for 
school development

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE County 
Council has produced a draft 
plan to show how many new 
schools the area needs to meet 
future demands. 

The report, discussed at the 
council yesterday, said that in 
some areas pupil numbers are 
likely to be around 400 higher per 
year than current capacity by 
2021 . 

The council has said in the 
report that it is currently reserv¬ 
ing areas for new schools within 
the county and is tying them in 
with new or proposed housing 
developments. 

In Northampton, sites for a new 
secondary school have been 
reserved on the Dallington 
Grange and Upton Park develop¬ 
ments. 

At least four new primary 
schools have been included in 


these plans, as well as proposals 
to extend some existing facilities. 

The report says: “It is likely that 
at least one and possibly two fur¬ 
ther new secondary schools will 
be required to accommodate 
future growth. The location of 
these will depend on the location 
of the urban extensions that have 
still to be determined.” 

In Wellingborough the draft 
report states that four sites for 
new primary schools have been 
reserved in the town. Two of the 
sites will be in the Stanton Cross 
extension and will be funded 
with the help of the developers. 

A further two primaries schools 
will be planned in the Upper 
Redhill development. 

The council do not believe 
capacity for secondary schools in 
Wellingborough will be reached 
until 2020. Even though a site for 
a new secondary school has been 
reserved on the Stanton Cross 
development it will only be built 


after taking into account the 
overall situation of the county 
closer to the time. 

South Northamptonshire is also 
likely to see an increase in pri¬ 
mary schools however any sec¬ 
ondary or specialist schools are 
unlikely to be created. 

A spokesperson for 
Northamptonshire County 
Council said: “The committee 
discussed the report and agreed 
to endorse it. 

“It will be reviewed in light of all 
the responses that we’ve received 
during the consultation and it is 
due to be taken to cabinet next 
month. 

“The plan seeks to address the 
need for additional school places 
on the basis of our projections. 
We recognise that things may 
change and the need may ulti¬ 
mately not be as great as we have 
forecast, but it’s important that 
we plan on the basis of the infor¬ 
mation we have available to us.” 


Ambitious bid to revamp centre 


A ‘COVENT Garden-like’ space with 
cultural entertainment and activi¬ 
ties are being put forward in plans 
for the redevelopment of 
Northampton. 

The Northampton Borough 
Council Central Area Action Plan has 
been worked on for the last five 
years and includes the improve¬ 
ments to the Grosvenor Centre, 
station and waterside. 

Residents are being asked to look 
at the draft. 

One part includes turning the St 
John’s area of the town centre into a 
cultural centre, based around Royal 
& Derngate theatre. 

This would include office space, 
restaurants and public space for 
entertainment. 

Sue Bridge, head of planning at the 
borough council, said: “We would 
like to see this area turned into a 
Covent Garden-like area, where peo¬ 
ple always know something will be 
going on. 

“At the moment people have been 
telling us they are coming in to go to 
the theatre and leaving straight after 
and we want them to be able to stay 


and enjoy themselves in the 
evening. We hope that this would 
create a night time economy away 
from Bridge Street that would cater 
for the older generations.” 

The plans also include the chance 
to view the full version of the 
Ransom Road development and the 
proposals around the new Avon 
headquarters. 

There will also be a special meeting 
this Saturday at the Jeffrey Room in 
the Guildhall to discuss the redevel¬ 
opment of the Castle Street station, 
which is also covered in the docu¬ 
ments. 

Cllr Paul Varnsverry, said: “This is 
an open public meeting which any¬ 
one who travels to and from 
Northampton by rail is welcome to 
attend. Along with the presentation, 
plus questions and answers on the 
station redevelopment, there will be 
an opportunity for those attending 
to discuss other issues relating to rail 
travel.”

Rail link could have its benefits 


I WOULD like to respond to Jonathan 
Reilly’s article (Oct 28) on High Speed rail 
(HS2). Whilst no doubt it fairly represented 
the meeting, it does not mention the obvi¬ 
ous benefits to Northampton that HS2 
would have. A ‘negative economic impact’ 
on Northampton is rubbish. 

The Northampton Rail Users’ Group 
recognises the benefits of moving West 
Coast Main Line expresses onto HS2. 

Because Virgin hogs the fast line it is 
difficult for trains, especially in the rush- 
hour. 

We once managed a train that was 
timetabled to get to Euston in 45 minutes: 
with HS2 taking the fast trains we could 
regularly have trains get to London in well 
under an hour. 

The service to Birmingham would also 
greatly improve. 

Northampton would be able to take 
advantage of an up and running East-West 
rail link. 

We could, for instance, see a service run¬ 


ning from Reading to Manchester via 
Northampton. 

We only need a signalling upgrade to be a 
part of the WCML. 

It is high time a town of our standing was 
on an intercity network. 

For those interested in travelling far and 
wide, we could get even decent connec¬ 
tions to weird and wonderful places like 
Princes Risborough and Denham Golf 
Club (among a whole host of others). 

Of course those in the west of the county 
are right to try to negotiate the route and 
get decent compensation. However,we do 
not want the yokel attitude. 

One councillor claimed he did not want 
Northampton to have a decent rail service 
as it would encourage people to move to 
his county. 

It is also the county of our long-suffering 
commuters, who have campaigned for 
years to get a decent rush-hour timetable.

Are we just being fed a cuts ideology 


THE Government has now 
delivered, after much hype 
and soft selling, its 
Comprehensive Spending 
Review (CPR). 

The effects on public serv¬ 
ices, unemployment (across 
both the public and private 
sectors) will be devastating, 
unfair and hit the poorest 
and most vulnerable in our 
communities the most. 

The underpinning reasons 
for it are flawed and based 
on several myths. 

Unfortunately, the mass 
media and Government 
“line” has been to promote 
these myths relentlessly over 
the past few months and, to 
a great extent, it has been 
successful. 

Increasingly I hear people 
say things like “I don’t like 
(this or that cut in service) 
but it is necessary to get the 
country back on its feet.” 

The assumption underly¬ 
ing this sort of statement - 
that the cuts are necessary - 
is based on right-wing, 
monetarist, myth and leg¬ 
end, rather than fact. 

It is also an ideology that 
well suits the bankers and 
financier who, having been 
rescued from near disaster 
by governments around the 
world, are still making 
themselves richer as if noth¬ 
ing has changed. 

Even the ex-chairman of 
the Bank of England admit¬ 
ted that the mess we are in 
was all the bankers’ fault - 
but who is being hit now 
with the consequences? 

The UK’s Government debt 
is around 70 per cent of GDP 
(the total amount of goods 
and services produced in 
one year). 

It is only in the past decade 
or so (and has become a reli¬ 
gious mantra for mone¬ 
tarists) to think of 
Government debt needing 
to be around 40 per cent of 
GDP. 

Government debt at the 
levels we have at present is 
not a problem so long as the 
economy does not falter 
again and move into an even 
worse recession - which is 
now highly likely following 
the CSR. 

While some countries tend 
to owe money to external 
financiers, the vast majority 
of UK debt - about 70 to 80 
per cent - is held within the 
country (a bit like you owing 
your mum or dad money - 
but the family as a whole is 
not in ‘debt’). 

The Government has 



argued that cuts to public 
services will be taken up by 
the private sector - this is a 
myth as many companies 
will find over the next few 
months as public sector cuts 
hit them hard. 

As every first year econom¬ 
ics student knows there are 
four main components of 
economic growth: Exports, 
private investment, house¬ 
hold spending and 
Government spending. 

Ironically it is public 
spending that saved the 
banking system - while now 
the banking system is saying 
Government debt is the 
problem. 

This is a bit like helping 
your sister with a serious 
debt problem and she turns 
round to you and says you 
are financially incompetent 
because your finances are 
now in a worse situation. 

There is precious little evi¬ 
dence that the private sec¬ 
tor, exports or households 
are ready or able to step up 
their activity to fill the gap 
that will be left by the 
vicious cuts in public expen¬ 
diture to help with future 
growth of the economy. 

There are always political 
choices to be made and 
alternatives to the CPR are 
there - but not so well 
known - as the media rarely 
given them the “airtime” 
they deserve. 

Some of these alternatives 
include: Almost £4.7 billion 
could be raised each year 
from introducing a 50 per 
cent tax rate on incomes 
more than £100,000 (that’s 
on those earning more than 
£2,000 peer week); about £5 
billion could be raised every 
year from a tax on vacant 
housing; £25 billion a year 
could be raised by closing 
tax loopholes; and a ‘Robin 
Hood tax’ on financial trans¬ 
actions could raise another 
£20 billion a year.

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Pregnant women 
are still smoking

MUMS-to-be in Northamptonshire are 
still smoking while pregnant. 

Statistics released by the Local Tobacco 
Control show smoking in pregnancy in 
the county in 2008/09 was higher than 
the English average (14,6) and worse 
than the regional average (16.0). 

The figures for smoking in pregnancy 
in Northamptonshire was 18.3. 

An NHS Northamptonshire spokesper¬ 
son said: “Smoking in pregnancy has 
been highlighted as an issue that must 
be tackled. Northamptonshire’s result is 
significantly worse than the England 
average and worse than the regional 
average. 

“Encouragingly however, the percent¬ 
age of mothers smoking in pregnancy 
has decreased by over two per cent from 
the previous year’s results. 

“We have already done some great 
work in this area including setting up a 
dedicated smoking in pregnancy team 
within our stop smoking service who 
offer tailored one-to-one support with 
pregnant women and their families - last 
year we helped over 350 
Northamptonshire mothers-to-be to set 
a quit date. 

“Targeted communication materials 
have also been produced aimed specifi¬ 
cally at pregnant women to help break 
down some of the barriers that stop 
mothers from accessing support and giv¬ 
ing the right information and skills they 
need to quit successfully. 

“In-depth qualitative work with preg¬ 



nant mothers and key health profession¬ 
als is also being carried out to make sure 
the stop smoking service is meeting their 
needs.” 

Reasons why pregnant women don’t 
give up smoking include: 

■ They may not be aware of the risks to 
their baby 

■ It might be the norm with their peers 
and family to continue smoking 

■ They may feel the stress of quitting

Force is one of lowest 
spenders on overtime

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE Police 
paid out more than £2 million in 
overtime to officers last year. 

Figures revealed under the 
Freedom of Information act show 
the Force spent £2,482,746 on 
overtime for the 2009 to 2010 
financial year. 

They also indicate that one 
Constable earned an extra 
£15,829.86 in the same year while 
a Sergeant gained £14,380.53 for 
working more shifts. 

However the money spent in the 
last year has decreased by just 
over £1 million since 2007 and 


2008 when £3,473,984 was spent. 
Northamptonshire Police have 
also said that they have a good 
record on overtime and in fact 
have one of the lowest overall 
costs. 

A spokesperson for the Force 
said: “Earlier this year, North¬ 
amptonshire Police was identi¬ 
fied as being the Force with the 
lowest spend on overtime in the 
UK. 

“A recent Home Office report 
revealed that our work to reduce 
overtime costs was used in exam¬ 
ples of good practice and this 
reflects the commitment we have 
given to reducing this cost. 

“Our planning departments 
make sure that overtime is 


distributed as evenly as possible; 
that said some officers don’t want 
to work overtime and we only 
compel people in extreme cases, 
which means the willing will take 
a greater share. 

“In the main, overtime is not 
required in order to make staffing 
levels up to what we need but is 
used instead of stripping out 
other essential elements of 
service when there is an added 
pressure on the Force. 

“The police service is a seven- 
day a week, 24-hour organisation 
with unstinting demands placed 
upon it and we have to be opera¬ 
tionally able to flex and respond 
to any event of crime committed 
at any time.”

Bus is ransacked in 
second YMCA blow

STAFF at Northamptonshire 
YMCA have been left ‘gutted’ 
after thieves broke into two 
community buses and stole 
thousands of pounds worth of 
equipment. 

The vehicles had been used in 
and around Northampton to give 
children something to do after 
school. They contained comput¬ 
ers, games consoles, televisions 
and arts and crafts equipment - 
all of which were stolen last week. 

The buses were parked at two 
different locations across the 


town - one at Darnell Way, 
Moulton Park and the other at 
Upton Lodge Farm, Upton. 

The burglaries are believed to 
have taken place on the evening 
of Wednesday, October 27 or 
possibly the early hours of 
October 28. 

The stolen equipment is the 
second blow to the YMCA after 
Northamptonshire County 
Council pulled the funding for the 
project last month. 

Kate Gelder, fundraising devel¬ 
opment manager, said: “We are all 
absolutely gutted. 

“We were still searching for 
funding before this happened as 


we were determined to try to con¬ 
tinue some of our work. 

“Both buses were parked at 
other ends of the town and it 
looks like the burglars were able 
to get into them by forcing the 
door. 

“We were going to use the 
double decker bus at Santa Pod at 
the Fire and Thunder last week¬ 
end but we had no choice but to 
cancel.”

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Businesses 
give BID the 
green light

BUSINESSES in Northamp¬ 
ton have overwhelmingly 
supported plans to create a 
Business Improvement 
District (BID) in the town 
centre. 

The BID hopes to create a 
thriving and vibrant centre 
and encourage more people 
to visit the area. 

Over the last few weeks 
businesses based there have 
been asked to vote on 
whether or not to create a 
BID. 

The result of the ballot, 
overseen by election officers 
at Northampton Borough 
Council, was in favour of it. 

One hundred and sixty-six 
businesses voted in the ballot 
and more than 70 per cent of 
businesses gave their back¬ 
ing. 

The ballot was open to busi¬ 
nesses of all sizes. 

However, the turnout for the 
ballot was only put at 36.24 
per cent but it represented 
almost half (46.61 per cent) of 


the rateable value in the town 
centre. 

Neil Bartholomey, deputy 
chair of the Northampton 
town centre BID, said: “This is 
excellent news for every town 
centre business. 

“We all want to see a confi¬ 
dent, ambitious and success¬ 
ful town centre and a big part 
of this will be setting up the 
BID. 

“Businesses will now be able 
to raise money and take a 
more active role in deciding 
how to improve our town 
centre."” 

Work will now begin on set¬ 
ting up the BID as a business 
with an independent board. 

When it is ready, all local 
businesses with a rateable 
value of £15,000 and over 
within the BID area, includ¬ 
ing the borough council, will 
be required to pay an addi¬ 
tional one per cent on their 
business rates for their town 
centre assets.

Fines for drivers in 
illegal fare pick-ups

TWO Northampton-based pri¬ 
vate hire drivers were fined a 
combined total of more than 
£2,000 for illegally trying to pick 
up passengers. 

Many people do not know the 
difference between taxis and pri¬ 
vate hire vehicles. Taxis are able 
to pick up passengers from the 
street at a moment’s notice, 
whereas private hire cars can 
only collect paying customers if 
they have pre-booked. 

A private hire driver will void 
their insurance if they pick up 
passengers who have not pre¬ 
booked their journey. 

Earlier this year officers from 
Northampton Borough Council 
and Northamptonshire Police 
were involved in a sting opera¬ 


tion to catch private hire drivers 
who were willing to break the law 
to get an extra fare. 

Despite previous warnings and 
stories in the media, both drivers 
were caught when they offered 
an unbooked fare. 

The drivers were summoned to 
Northampton Magistrates’ Court 
for illegally plying for trade and 
driving without insurance. 

Humphrey Ruvungu, 38, of 
Knightly Road, Northampton 
pleaded guilty and was handed a 
£350 fine and six points added to 
his licence for driving without 
insurance, a £233 fine for illegal¬ 
ly plying for trade and a £15 
victim surcharge. 

Nuur Hasan Sheikadow, 34, of 
Prentice Court, Northampton 
also pleaded guilty. He was hand¬ 
ed a £580 fine, six points added 
to his licence for driving without 


insurance, a £387 fine for illegal¬ 
ly plying for trade, a £15 victim 
surcharge and must pay £500 in 
costs. 

Councillor Paul Varnsverry, 
Northampton Borough Council 
cabinet member for licensing, 
said: “The safety and protection 
of the public is paramount, and 
we want people to get to their 
destination safely. I would hate 
to think what would happen if 
there were an accident involving 
an uninsured driver. 

“It is just unacceptable for any 
driver to be on the roads without 
insurance, more so when you 
think of an uninsured taxi with 
passengers. 

“I would advise anyone to either 
book a private hire vehicle through 
a company or use one of the town’s 
many black cabs which do not 
need to be pre-booked.”

There was only one serious inci¬ 
dent on Saturday night - an 
assault at NB’s club in Bridge 
Street, where the offender was 
detained and subsequently 
charged. 

Other incidents included: 

■ Ten arrests were carried out 
on Bridge Street with two linked 
to Section 27 orders, which allow 
police to remove suspected trou¬ 
blemakers from the town centre 
area 

■ One order was breached and 


the other refused so both parties 
were arrested 

■ Two arrests were made in 
St Peter’s Way in separate inci¬ 
dents, one for public order and 
another for assault 

■ A large fight broke out on The 
Drapery, resulting in one man 
being arrested after making off 

■ The drugs dog was deployed 
into a number of town centre 
licensed premises, to assist staff 
in identifying areas where drug 
abuse may be taking place 

■ Eight Section 27 orders were 
issued, the order proving to be a 
very effective way of policing 
anti-social behaviour 

Community safety sergeant 
Mark Worthington said: “It was an 
extraordinarily busy weekend, 
especially the Saturday night and 
although the incident level was 


high it was met with a strong 
police presence and there was 
only one serious incident to deal 
with. 

“The night was on a par with a 
busy New Year’s Eve and Bridge 
Street was packed with people. 

“But the crime stats are encour¬ 
aging, with only a handful of 
assaults and the others mainly 
public order offences. 

“The use of Section 27 powers 
where appropriate worked well as 
an early intervention and almost 
certainly prevented a number of 
disturbances from escalating 
further. 

“The police horses were very 
impactive. They had a huge 
impact upon trust and confi¬ 
dence and the feedback from the 
pubs and clubs was extremely 
positive.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 



Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV f so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 


• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

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Mallya hoping to be strong 
Force in penultimate race 


FORMULA ONE 

DR Vijay Mallya is hopeful that Force 
India can spring a few surprises in the 
penultimate race of the 2010 Formula 
One season at Interlagos. 

The Silverstone-based team head out 
to the Brazilian Grand Prix looking to 
cement their position in sixth place in 
the Constructors’ Championship, with 
Williams just three points behind them. 

Last year’s race in Brazil saw Adrian 
Sutil qualify third before being forced to 
retire on the first lap, and team owner 
Mallya is expecting his outfit to benefit 
from the circuit. 

"I hope that Interlagos will be a good 
track for us,” he said: “It’s lower 
downforce, which should play to the 
strengths of the car, and both drivers 
have performed well at the track in the 
past. 

“It can also throw up unpredictable 
conditions, which we have shown we 
can shine in at events like Canada and 
Korea this year. 

“Last year we qualified well and al¬ 
though the competition has got a whole 
lot tougher and closer I’m still hopeful 
we can put on a good show. 

“We came away from Korea pretty 
pleased with the result, particularly after 
a tough couple of races. Tonio did a great 
job over the race and to get eight more 
points was a brilliant effort. 

“Adrian of course had a more difficult 
time but we managed to extend the gap 


over Williams by a point and regain our 
confidence levels. 

“We can of course still optimise our 
performance, but to come away with a 
slightly larger cushion for sixth in the 
championship is a satisfying step at this 
stage in the game.” 

Sutil will not be able to repeat his qual¬ 
ifying performance from last year as he 
was handed a five place grid penalty for 
this race following his collision with 
Sauber driver Kamui Kobayashi in South 
Korea two weeks ago, as well as being 
fined $10,000. 

But team-mate Tonio Liuzzi is hopeful 
that his luck has changed after he made 
up 11 places on his qualifying position to 
finish sixth at the inaugural Korean 
Grand Prix. 

He said: “Korea was a fantastic race in the 
end - after a few difficult races we needed 
a race where things went well, we got to the 
finish and got some decent points. 

“For the first time in a long time I had a 
really good feeling with the car. It was as 
if I was totally connected with it and that 
meant I could push with complete con¬ 
fidence. 

“For me it was really important to show 
we are back in business and the first 
thing I said on the radio to my engineers 
was the luck had to turn one day, sooner 
or later. 

“Fortunately we were able to show that 
when things are going right, we are there, 
and we are fast, and we are ready to do 
great things.”

Mallinder sees men 
without stars away

THE big question before this game 
was could Northampton Saints 
manage without their England in¬ 
ternationals? In claiming a 34-13 
victory at home to Newcastle Fal¬ 
cons the answer would appear to 
be an emphatic ‘yes’. 

As with the win away to London 
Wasps the previous week, the game 
at Franklin’s Gardens was another 
exhibition of the dominant forward 
power possessed by the Saints, even 
without Courtney Lawes and skip¬ 
per Dylan Hartley. 

Some stoic defence by the Falcons 
kept the hosts quiet until the final 
25 minutes, with James Downey 
capitalising on the hosts recklessly 
throwing the ball around on their 
own line to snatch a bonus point 
with the last play of the game. 

“Ideally, you take your chances in 
the first half after having that dom¬ 
inance,” said director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder, adding: “You get points 
ahead and you put a bit of distance 
between yourself and the opposi¬ 
tion. 

“We didn’t do that. Newcastle 
hung in there, but what we did do 
well is keep our patience. 

“It was frustrating from our point 
of view, but it’s probably credit to 
Newcastle who hung in there. In the 
first half we dominated. Our set 
piece was on top - our scrum par¬ 
ticularly - with some really good 
drives in the maul. 

“Probably where we needed to be 
a bit sharper is what we did from 
that dominance. 

“If you get to 70-75 minutes and 
you’re a couple of points ahead 
then teams force it because they 
have to looking for that losing 
bonus point. That is perhaps when 
you can pick up some easy tries.” 

It is doubtful that Downey will 
ever score an easier try in his life 
and he would have been no doubt 


been thankful for the final pass 
from Newcastle fly half Jimmy Gop- 
perth who, in turn, would probably 
have wanted the ground to open up 
and swallow him. 

The New Zealander had booted 
the visitors in front with a penalty 
after three minutes, but they were 
temporarily reduced to 14 men on 
13 minutes when centre Gcobani 
Bobo was sin-binned for a deliber¬ 
ate knock on. 

Stephen Myler levelled the scores 
with a 20th minute penalty and 
their persistence after several reset 
scrums and penalties deep in Fal¬ 
cons territory was rewarded five 
minutes later when Lee Dickson 
burst through for a converted try. 

Christian Day was also denied a 
try by the Television Match Official 
as Northampton led 10-3 at the 
break and moved further ahead six 
minutes into the second half when 
Myler landed another penalty. 

But on 52 minutes, the defence 
went to sleep and replacement 
Jeremy Manning raced down the 
wing to score in the corner, with 
Gopperth adding the extras. 

The lead was now down to three 
points and the Saints responded 
when Premiership debutant Greig 
Tonks weaved through the Newcas¬ 
tle line to score four minutes later, 
with Myler converting. 

Gopperth’s 58th minute penalty 
kept the visitors in with the chance 
of claiming a losing bonus point, 
but a try from stand-in winger 
Joe Ansbro dashed those hopes five 
minutes later. 

Newcastle desperately tried for a 
converted try that would ensure a 
bonus point, but their wayward 
passing allowed centre Downey to 
intercept and crash over from close 
range to give the home side the 
extra point.

The central defender was red carded for a moment 
of petulance after throwing the ball in frustration 
during the 4-3 defeat at home to Hereford United, 
and was subsequently sent back to parent club 
Newcastle United while serving his three-match 
ban. 

But Cobblers boss Ian Sampson expressed an in¬ 
terest in bringing the 20-year-old back to Sixfields 
and put Tozer straight into the side for the 2-0 vic¬ 
tory at Lincoln City on Tuesday. 

“I lost my head at the time and I shouldn’t have,” 
he said, recalling the incident that brought his first 
spell at Northampton to a premature end. 

“What was going on was that I was infuriated be¬ 
cause I didn’t feel that I had fouled their player. 

“I know it was quite a childish thing to throw the 
ball, but at the time my head was gone. I need to 
learn not do that, but it’s great to be back.” 

Tozer’s current loan deal runs up to and including 
the match against Stockport County on December 4 
and he has joined the club at just the right time. 

The midweek victory at Sincil Bank and Saturday’s 
2-1 home win over Gillingham moved the Cobblers 


out of the League Two relegation zone, and the de¬ 
fender feels that the mood in the camp is similar to 
how it was when he was here in September.

Johnson warns 
it’s Cobblers to 
think Rovers will 
rollover in FA Cup

JOHN Johnson has refuted any suggestion that 
Northampton Town will be taking Forest Green 
Rovers lightly on Saturday - simply because boss 
Ian Sampson will not allow them to. 

The Cobblers head to Nailsworth in the First 
Round Proper of the FA Cup to take on the side that 
are currently in the bottom two of the Blue Square 
Bet Premier. 

But Johnson is well aware that this match is a po¬ 
tential banana skin for Northampton and is deter¬ 
mined that they are not making headlines for being 
victims of a shock result. 

“The gaffer would never let us underestimate any¬ 
one in any game, so there’s no chance of that hap¬ 
pening,” he said. 

“It’s massive and the lads will look forward to that 
game. We know the rewards you can get for the club 
financially, and if you get through the rounds then 
there are big ties.” 

Northampton have enjoyed their own giant-killing 
exploits in the Carling Cup this year - most notably 
dumping five-time European champions Liverpool 
out on penalties - but during that run their form in 
League Two slumped. 

However, they have now won their last two 
matches with Tuesday night’s 2-0 win away to Lin¬ 
coln - their first at Sincil Bank since 1992 - moving 
the Cobblers three points clear of the relegation 
zone. 


The five-game losing streak in the league came to 
an end with a 2-1 victory over Gillingham at Six- 
fields on Saturday, and Johnson praised Sampson 
for how he handled things during that difficult pe¬ 
riod. 

He said: “The lads knew what we had to do, but 
the manager has been great as well. Considering he 
is supposed to be inexperienced, he keeps saying 
the right things to keep you up for the game. 

“We’re all in it together and the last thing the lads 
wanted was the gaffer to go because we know he’s 
got a good set-up, a good group of lads and a good 
team here. 

“We knew what we had to do and our just rewards 
have come. I think we deserved the win because 
we’ve been playing some good stuff. 

“The manager has made some changes and mixed 
it up a little bit to go more direct, and it has obvi¬ 
ously worked.” 

The midweek victory produced two highlights for 
Johnson - a clean sheet and his first goal since 
March 27, which coincidentally came on the same 
ground. 

“The goal was well overdue,” he said, adding: “I 
scored here last year so I think I like this ground. It 
was just great for the lads to get the result and the 
clean sheet was a big bonus as well. 

“It’s a good set of lads anyway, but two wins gives 
us more confidence going into games. 

“We always believe that we can win no matter 
where we go, so we can build from this and hope¬ 
fully climb up the table to where we need to be.”
